the fair grounds near this city. 
The car, which is destined to car­ 
ry pas.scngors, is of wood, dO long, 
8 feet high, and 8 feet in width.

suiting epithet and a blow in tho 
mouth brought the Missourian to 
his feet, with the rem ark that if 
Gentry was spoiling for a fight he 
could step out on the road. The 
driver was ordered to stop, and tho 
two dropped behind the stage. A 
shot was heard and the team dashed 
off at full speed. One of the pas­ 
sengers looked back and saw Gen­ 
try, pistol in band, bending over 
Shire, who was stretched upon his 
back in the road. 
When the team 
had run about half a mile, the pas­ 
sengers drew a bead on the driver 
and threatened to shoot him through 
the head unless heturned'-andwent 
back to Shire’s assistance. When 
they reached Shire he was breath­ 
ing his- last..

legitimate eiid.s of tiie institution of the 
Grange itself, we need an increase, not so 
much of the. number of faruiers, as in 
tiie variety of farming industrio.», 
We 
heed the sort o f skilled labor which is re­ 
quired to utilise those vast trncts of our 
soil which arc not suited t« the culture 
of articles o f produce heretofore con.sid- 
ered our only natural staples. 
We need 
accomplished engineers for the draining 
of marshy and .swampy lands, experienc­ 
ed vine-drea.'cs and olive-grower.s, silk- 
worm-rai.sers and shepherd.s. 
W e need 
men practically acquainted with the pro- 
ccsse.s by which the sumac so abundant 
in our woods may be converted into mon­ 
ey by its use in tanning and dye-ing; by 
which the vast quantities of sassatias, 
calamu.s, wild-cherry, and other plants 
valuablo fur their medicinal virt je or for 
their U.SCS in perfumery and ibv arts, 
with which our woods and fields arc 
stocked, may lie prepared for the mar­ 
ket; by which the timber of our fure.^ts 
maybe made available for the ship-build- 
ing, for ornamental work, and for vari­ 
ous )iur|ioses of mautifacture. We need, 
too, a larger number of practical geolo­ 
gists and surgeons, practical canal men, 
railroud-mcn, and miners, to devolope 
and utilize the immense resources of our 
soil.

I t is to his iiilere.-^t al.-o,

for informing the civilized world abroad 
as to our re.sourees of soil, climate, min­ 
eral wealth, and the like, should be ea­ 
gerly seized ; that every means should 
be used which can induce iutelligent for­ 
eigners and skilled labor in all depart­ 
ments to sake up their abode among us ; 
that no petty prejudice or ill-timed nar- 
rowmin lednc.ts should be allowed by the 
soutnlur heads among our people to med­ 
dle with any earnest enterprise hkely to 
develope our resource.s, in the way of in­ 
troducing new indu.stries, or of i-jiprov-

Jos. Brooks who claims to haVe been 
elected Governor in 1873 took oath of 
office about 11 o'clock this a. m. before 
Chief Ju.stice McClure and within five 
minutes from that time t ^ k foreibk 
possession of the Governor's office Arid 
ejected Oov. Baxter by force. 
About 
one year ago Brooks commenced .suit in 
the Circuit CoUrt of Fulaski tipUnty for 
the office of Uovernor and about the 
same time the AttorHey General com- 
uicnciid suit against Gov. Baxter by quo 
warranto in tnT Supreme Court» 
" he 
latter court rendered á decision that 
courts of the State had no power over 
contested elections for llio office or Gov­ 
ernor. 
I t was gcttdially rogarded thát 
the m atter Was. settled so far its the 
courts were concerned. 
The Legislature in 1872 opened the 
returns and declared Baxter elected. 
Nothing more was thought of tho mat' 
ter particularly until a few days ago, 
then .the attorneys of Gov. B-axter de­ 
sired that tbp I.S3 in the Circuit Court 
■ - r . ' O f t ' 
demurrer with the object 
of disposliig>u,-lbevsame.-jL4.n 
standing was then had that the demur-' 
rer .should be submitted and «rgucd 
next week. 
On Monday during the ab­ 
sence ef Judge English and Compton, 
the Att.ornoys of Governor Baxter, Mr. 
Whipple, the Attorney of Brooks, arose 
and Bfaied that it had been agreed be­ 
tween biiu.self and tlie counsel of Guv. 
liaxtcr that demurrer to the jurisdiction 
of the Court should be submitted. This 
although iu the absence of Gov. Bax­ 
ter's attorneys, was thought nothing of 
at the time. 
Yesterday morning about 
1 o'clock, when there were but few in 
the Court room, and neither of the Gov­ 
ernors’ counsel present, Judge Whylock 
unnounccd his decision overruling the 
demurrer, and none of Baxter's coun­ 
sel present lo answer, 
plead, aver, or 
move for an appeal, a judgment of ous­ 
ter was issued, a writ placed in the hands 
of a shorift', and in five minutes frota 
that time an armed band, headed by 
Brooks, wore in the Governor’s office, 
demanding pos.se.ssion. 
The 'Governor 
declined, whereupon forcible 
possess­ 
ion was taken and guards placed at 
all (he emrancos to the office. 
In the 
meantime General Fatterscm, whoslaim- 
e:l to act as Brook’s Adjutant General, 
broke in the door of tho armory, in the 
same building, and took posse.ssion of 
about one hundred .stand of arui.s. 
Ad- 
jatani General Strong, of Gov. Baxter’s 
.-'taff. reiuied to give lip the key.s, all 
llioiigh .surrounded by armed men. Gov­ 
ernor Baxter refused to be ejected e.x- 
cept by force, 
when s'>mu of Brooks’ 
luen took bold of him and led him out. 
Since that time Brooks has had possess­ 
ion of the Slate House. 
Gov, Baxter 
has e.stablishcd his head quarters at S t.­ 
John’s College, and it is reported that 
the State House will be taken possess- 
of to night.
